AN EMISSARY IN CUBA. 


Lieutenant Rowan Has Gone to Con- 


fer With Insurgent General Garcia. 
Kingston, Jamaica, April 27.—First 


Lieutenant Andrew S. Rowan, of the 
Nineteenth 
United States infantry, 


under orders from the war department, 
was landed on the Cuban coast some- 
where west of Santiago, probably, be- 
fore dawn on Monday. - His Cuban 
guides and an open sailboat were.ussd. 
The guides have not returned. 


Lieutenant Rowan is on his way to 


the camp of General Calixto Garcia. 
He will represent the war department 
in arranging for the co-operation of the 
insurgents in the invasion of eastern 
Cuba by the forces of the United 
States. The time and place of invasion 
will be controlled by events and the 
character of Lieutenant Rowan's dis- 
patches. 
Lieutenant Rowan was detailed from 


the bureau of information for this 
dangerous service—dangerous because 
in his civilian dress he is liable to be 
treated as a spy. He speaks Spanish 
and knows Cuba, having written a 
book on the subject. Moreover, he is 
an expert map maker. 
Lieutenant Rowan left Washington 


under instant orders on April 9. He 
was directed to wait here, prepared to 
go to Porto Rico or Cuba. As he went 
to eastern Cuba it is inferred that a 
blow will be struck ttoere before one is 
•truck at Porto Rico.

Queenstown, April 87.-The White 


Star steamer Majestic, which has ar- 
rived here from New York, en route 
to Liverpool, reports that at 4 o'clock 
on Monday moraine, In latitude 48.68 
and longitude 39.O6, she passed an 
American llner,presumably the Paris. 
She saw no Spanish warships during 
the voyaae.

Washington, April 23.—The Republi- 


can members of the ways and means 
committee completed the war revenue 
measure yesterday and sent it to the 
printer. Several 
questions are still 


open. The bill as now prepared, It is 
•stimated, will raise between $95,uw,000 
and $100,000,090 annually. The princi- 
pal decision made yesterday was the 
definite determination not to place a 
tax upon either railroad and other 
transportation tickets or petroleum. It 
was decided, however, to place a tax 
of one cent upon chewing gum and two 
and four cents upon mineral waters,

cents on quarts. A tonnage tax, which 
is expected to raise $2,500,000, is also 
incorporated in the bill.

WAR NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


First Shot of the War Was Fire* by 


the Nashville. 


Washington, April 27.—On Wednes- 


day of last week the portentious doc- 
uments which plunge the United States 
into war were signed by the president. 
These were the resolution which passed 
both branches of congress and the 
president's ultimatum to Spain. This 
ultimatum allowed Spain until Satur- 
day to reply as to whether they would 
yield to the demands of this govern- 
ment. The "haughty Spaniard" has 
precipitated matters by refusing to ac- 
cept the document. The resolution, 
which passed the senate by a vote of 
43 to 35 (the nays being those who fa- 
vored Cuban recognition) and the 
house by 310 to 6. demands that the 
government of Spain relinquish its au- 
thority hi Cuba and withdraw its 
forces from the island. The resolution 
declares further that "the people of 
Cuba are, and of right ought to be, 
free and independent." The effort to 
force a recognition of the Cuban re- 
public was defeated, and this govern- 
ment disclaims desire to annex the 
island. Senor Polo <Je Bernabe, the 
Spanish minister here, demanded his 
passports as soon as he was notified 
that the resolution was now the law of 
the land. These were promptly fur- 
nished, and the Spanish minister and 
the attaches of bis legation left the city 
on Wednesday evening for Canada, 
where they now are. 
On Thursday the fleet at Key West 


received orders to prepare for a block- 
ade of Havana and other Cuban ports, 
and the work of preparation was rap- 
idly proceeded with. Shortly after 6 
o'clock Friday morning the fleet sailed

to all 
United 
States

structing them to inform the govern­ 
m ents to which they were accredited 
th at w ar has existed since April 21. 


The president issued a proclamation 
during the day laying down rules as 
to the seizure of prizes, and the result, 
it is believed, will be the release of 
some of the ships already captured, 
though it will be for the prize courts to 
determine in each case w hether the 
conditions under which the ship was 
captured are such to w a rra n t release. 
The impression prevails th a t the Buena 
Ventura, the first on the list of prizes, 
will be declared no prize. 
The case of 
the Panam a, whose seizure w as report­ 
ed yesterday, is more complicated, ow­ 
ing to the fact that, while otherwise 
exempt, the ship was reported to have 
contained 
supplies 
for the 
Spanish 
arm y in Cuba, which are contraband. 


However, it m ay be said th a t while 
the settlement of these questions will 
be left to the courts the adm inistration 
believes th e greatest liberality should 
beshownMn the application of the laws 
where a vessel is not contraband or a t­ 
tem pting to run the blockade. T hat Is 
shown in the liberal term s of the proc­ 
lam ation 
itself, by which the prize 
courts m ust be guided. It is noted also 
th at the adm inistration has not been 
deterred by any criticism in congress 
from form ally pledging itself to the 
nations of the world to refrain from 
privateering and abide by the decla­ 
ration of P aris of 1856. 


So fa r as is known all the United 
States consuls have m ade their way 
safely out of Spain. 


Secretary Sherm an retired finallyyes- 
terday from the position of secretary of 
state, and his successor w as confirmed 
in the person of Judge Day. John B as­ 
sett Moore w as today 
confirmed 
In 
Judge D ay's place. 


In the w ar departm ent preparations 
went on with ceaseless energy for the 
organization of the volunteer army. All 
the officers were detailed who are to be 
sent to the various states and terri­ 
tories to m uster the guardsm en into 
the service of the United States. 
The 
plans for the full organization of the 
arm y were also perfected. 


Among the orders issued yesterday 
was one directing Captain A. P. M a­ 
han, the au th o r and well known a u ­ 
thority in naval tactics, to report for 
duty a t the navy departm ent. Captain 
M ahan Is a retired officer, and will oe 
assigned a position on the strategy 
board. Probably he will replace A d­ 
miral W alker, for whom the president 
and Secretary Long cherish the high­ 
est regard on account of his profes­ 
sional ability, and who Is to be assign­ 
ed to duty of the highest importance 
in the immediate future. More than a 
dozen retired officers were called into 
the service by Secretary Long yester­ 
day. 


THE DECLARATION OF WAR. 


I t Passed T h ro u g h th e H ouse W ith ­ 
o u t a D isse n tin g V ote, 


W ashington, April 26.—Congress yes­ 
terday formally declared w ar to exist 
between the United States and Spain, 
and the bill was prom ptly signed by 
the president; the senate passed the 
naval appropriation bill carrying large 
am ounts of money for the improve­ 
ment of our sea fighting arm of the 
federal service; the Hull arm y reor­ 
ganization bill was passed by the sen­ 
ate and now goes to conference; Sec­ 
retary Sherman resigned as chief of 
the state departm ent, to be succeeded 
by A ssistant Secretary Day, and the 
latter by John 13. Moore, of New York, 
an acknowledged authority on interna­ 
tional law, and the w ar 
departm ent 
called on several states for their quota 
to the volunteer arm v of the United 
{States. 
These make up the im portant 
events of the day. 


The bill declaring w a r w ent through 
the house without a dissenting vote, .

TO OCCUPY MANILA 


W o n ld D am age E n g lish an d G erm an 


I n te r e s ts M ore T h a n Spanish. 


New York, April 27.—A report is in 
circulation here th a t the United States 
w a r fleet commanded by Commodore 
Dewey is a hundred miles off the Phil­ 
ippine Islands in line of battle. 
Com­ 
modore Dewey is to invest and take 
possession of Manila, a fortified port. 
This m ay not be accomplished without 
considerable fighting, as a strong b a t­ 
tery is located a t the entrance of M an­ 
ila harbor. There have also been s ta ­ 
tioned there a num ber of Spanish w a r­ 
ships. 
It has been asserted th at the 
Spanish fleet there has orders to con­ 
centrate 
the 
entire 
naval strength 
about the Philippines and 
give 
the 
Americans a battle. 


It Is believed in London, according to 
a cablegram ju st received, th at 
the 
United States will gain little by opera­ 
tions a t the Philippines. 
Even if the 
fleet secured Manila, the effect would 
be only to locp up the squadron, which 
could be more usefully employed else­ 
where. 


The idea th a t A m erica m ay blockade 
the Philippines has caused great u n ­ 
easiness at H am burg, where it is re­ 
m arked th a t a blockade would dam age 
English and German interests far more 
than Spanish. 
Of the 33 great trading 
houses a t Manila only five are Spanish, 
14 being German and 12 English. From 
Feb. 16 to March 11 last of the 70 ves­ 
sels th a t entered M anila harbor only 
four were Spanish. 


AN EMISSARY IN CUBA. 


lilentonanfc R ow an H as Gone to Con­ 
fer W ith In s u r g e n t G eneral G arcia. 
Kingston, Jam aica, April 27.—F irst 
L ieutenant Andrew S. Rowan, of the

Lieutenant Rowan left W ashington 
under instant orders on April 9. 
He 
was directed to wait here, prepared to 
go to Porto Rico or Cuba. As he w ent 
to eastern Cuba it is inferred th a t a 
blow will be struck there before one is 
•truck a t Porto Rico. 


WAR TAXATION. 


I t A ffects Wines* Beer, “ Soft D rin k s ,” 
T obacco and C hew ing G um . 


W ashington, April 23.—The Republi­ 
can members of the ways and m eans 
committee completed the w ar revenue 
measure yesterday and sent It to the 
printer. 
Several 
questions 
are 
still 
open. The bill as now prepared, it is 
estimated, will raise between $95,uuu,0G0 
and $100,000,000 annually. The princi­ 
pal decision made yesterday w as the 
definite determ ination not to place a 
tax upon either railroad and other 
transportation tickets or petroleum. It 
wa3 decided, however, to place a tax 
of one cent upon chewing gum and two 
and four cents upon mineral waters, 
ginger ale and foreign 
and 
native 
wines—two cents on pints and four 
cents on quarts. A tonnage tax, which 
is expected to raise $2,500.000, is also 
incorporated in the bill. The addition 
of $1 per barrel upon beer is expected 
to raise $35,000,000. The doubling of the 
tobacco tax and the provision for a re­ 
tail license of $4.80 are expected to 
raise $30,000,000, and the provision» of 
the stam p ta x over $30,000,000. 


WOODFORD’S'TRAIN ATTACKED.

WAR NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


F ir s t Shot o f th e W a r W as IFIred by 


th e N ashville. 


W ashington, April 27.—On W ednes­ 
day of last week the portentious doc­ 
uments which plunge the United States 
into w ar were signed by the president. 
These were the resolution which passed 
both branches of congress and the 
president's ultim atum to Spain. 
This 
ultim atum allowed Spain until S atu r­ 
day to reply as to w hether they would 
yield to the dem ands of this govern­ 
ment. 
The “haughty Spaniard” has 
precipitated m atters by refusing to ac ­ 
cept the 
document. 
The 
resolution, 
which passed the senate by a vote of 
43 to 35 (the nays being those who f a ­ 
vored 
Cuban 
recognition) 
and 
the 
house by 310 to 6, demands th a t the 
government of Spain relinquish its a u ­ 
thority in Cuba and 
w ithdraw 
its 
forces from the island. The resolution 
declares further th a t “the people of 
Cuba are, and of right ought to be, 
free and independent.1' 
The effort to 
force a recognition of the Cuban re­ 
public was defeated, and this govern-* 
m ent disclaims desire 
to 
annex the 
island. 
Senor Polo de Bernabe, the 
Spanish m inister here, demanded his 
passports as soon as he w as notified 
th a t the resolution was now the law of 
the land. 
These were prom ptly fu r­ 
nished, and the Spanish m inister and 
the attaches of his legation left the city 
on W ednesday 
evening for Canada, 
where they now are. 


On T hursday the fleet a t Key W est 
received orders to prepare for a block­ 
ade of H av an a and other Cuban ports, 
and the work of preparation was ra p ­ 
idly proceeded with. 
Shortly after 6

ELECTRICITY ON FARMS. 


HARNESSING 
NATURE'S 
MIGHTY 


FORCE FOR THE FARMER'S BENEFIT. 


Electrifying the Kurth ami Dtlmnlatiiijf

Since electricity became a science 


variouH efforts have been made to de 
teriuine what effect, if any, it has 
upon the growth of plants aud vege 
tables. 
Many heated discussions have 


attended the tests by those who have 
entertained opposite theories, and it is 
therefore particularly interesting to 
know that the experiments carried on 
for some time past at the Government 
Agricultural station 
at 
Amherst, 


Mass., indicate that the use of elec- 
tricity by the farmer is a distinct 
stimulus to nature and exerts a marked 
influence upon the germination of 
seeds and the growth of farm produce. 


The A B C of the scientists' argu- 


ment in favor of the use of electricity 
on the farm is that roaming around 
loose in the atmosphere there is a vast 
fund of electrical force, which, by 
means of specially devised apparatus, 
can be attracted to earth and distribu- 
ted through the ground in which the 
farmer has sown his seed. 
The appa- 


ratus by means of which the electrici- 
ty is caught and harnessed for the use 
of the farmer has been thoroughly 
tested at Amherst and has proved to 
be a complete success. Briefly de- 
scribed, it consists of a number of 
copper spikes, which are elevated at 
the top of a 50-foot pole. These spikes 
gather the electric fluid and convey i 
to the foot of the pole, where it is 
caught by wires buried a few feet be- 
neath the ground and distributed over 
as much of the earth as the farmer de- 
sires. So much electricity is there 
wandering around loose in the atmos- 
phere that one of these poles can catch 
and distribute enough to electrify 
several acres of ground. 


With this apparatus experiments 


have been made which may be summa- 
rized as follows: After seeds had been 
subjected to the electric treatment for 
a period of twenty-four hours, it was 
found that over 30 per cent, more seeds 
were germinated by the aid of elec- 
tricity than in a like quantity of seeds 
BOWU in ground that lacked the elec- 
trical stimulant. As the scientists in 
charge of the experiments wished to 
make a very complete test, the electric 
current was applied to seeds that were 
allowed to stay in the ground for forty- 
eight hours. 
It was found that 20 


per cent, more seeds had germinated 
in the electrified ground than in the 
soil where the seeds had been left to 
sprout under normal conditions, and 
in seventy-two hours this percentage 
had dropped to six, thus showing that 
^he use of the current for the purpose 
of stimulating germination under all 
,the tests was a decided success. 
j Another interesting experiment was 
made by planting in two sections of 
ground, the soil in both of which had 
ibeen carefully selected to ensure it be- 
fing exactly alike, seeds of the follow- 
ing varieties: Parsnips, lettuce, car- 
rot, turnip, radish and onion. To one 
section of ground a mild current of 
electricity was applied. ,The follow- 
ing day the plants in the electric plot 
began to appear, the turnips sprouting 
first. 
The rapidity of the growth of 


those planted in the electrically pre- 
pared ground was far in advance of 
those planted in the ordinary ground. 
,The second day plants broke through 
the surface in both plots, those in the 
electric garden showing considerably 
the more rapid growth; the foliage 
•was rank, and when harvested was 


(nearly twice as high as that of the 
non-electric plot. The roots were also 
'larger, and showed a marked differ- 
ence in favor of electricity. One pe- 
'culiarity was that in the electric plot 
for every pound of roots very nearly a 
pound of tops was produced, while in 
:the other case for every pound of tops 
there grew 1.43 pounds of root, but 
the difference in the total was all in 
;favor of electricity. With reference 
jto the other vegetables, the lettuce 
•proved a failure in both plots. The 
carrots showed a marked superiority 
in the electric bed over those of the 
non-electric. 
The onion plants came 


up in both beds and grew finely for a 
time, then blasted, and not one devel- 
oped, either electric or non-electric, 
this being the only case of all the 
vegetables tested where no tangible 
results were obtained. 


Next to the parsnips the radishes 


gave the next best results. They 
grew rapidly, those in the electric gar- 
den being always ahead. The tops 
were rank and the roots were crisp. 
When the best of the radishes in each 
plot were pulled, washed and weighed, 
it was found that the six largest roots 
taken from the electric plot weighed 
two ounces more than the six largest 
taken from the non-electric plot 
They were larger individually, the 
laproot longer, of a finer flavor, of 
%etter quality, more brittle and every 
Way superior to those raised without 
the aid of electricitv. 


LAND OF THE INCAS.

country while they are able to do so. 
In all my travels there I found only 
one man who was making anything, 
and he had taken a con tract on a mine 
17,000 feet above the sea level. 


"We were given glowing accounts 


of the marvellous richness of the plac- 
ers on one or two rivers, where the 
Indians dive down and bring up their 
hands full of the golden sands, but it 
is a miserable lie, and has been the 
cause of leaving many a poor fellow 
there and stranding him. We pros- 
pected the rivers named, and found 
;hat there was no gold in them. When 
Pizarro conquered Peru the Incas, 
who were a highly intelligent race, 
had collected vast amounts of gold— 
lobody will ever know how much— 
rom the sands of the streams. Pizarro 
aud his men set the natives to work 
to 
collect more, and the 
work 


has been going on ever since. Then 
came the Portuguese, who were so 
successful that the Spaniards got 
jealous of them and drove them away. 
The result is that the placers were all 
mined out long ago. It is very hard 
prospecting, also, as the streams are 
swift and the mountain sides roughj 
and very steep. 


"There are rich silver mines there, 


but they are very high up, 17,000 feet 
or more, and the air is so rare that 
white man cannot work, and the wor 
is done by Indians. 
The native Per 


uvians work very little, making th 
Indians do their work. I know of, 
only one successful mine as low down 
as 6500 feet. 
There is very little 


show, too, for a man to find employ- 
ment in other directions than mining, 
for he must come into competition 
with the Indians, who are poorly 
paid. 


The native 
Peruvians are the 


aziest people you can imagine. They 
not only make no provision for next 
week, but none even for the next day, 
a meal ahead being about the extent 
of their solicitude. Time is no object 
;o them, and they pay very little atten-} 
ion to it. They do not like foreign-) 
ers, and delay and discourage them inj 
every possible way. It does not make} 
much difference whether they are 
Americans, English or German—they 
are all 'gringoes' to the Peruvians, as 
they are to his Mexican brethren, and 
he dislikes them all. This may be 
partly because they annoy him by their 
progressiveness, and wake him up out 
of his lethargy too much to suit him. 


"With thousands of cattle he has 


no milk or butter, drinking black cof- 
fee and living on soup twice a day, 
potatoes and dried mutton. If they 
can get this meal they let the next one 
take car.e of itself. 
They have herds 


of llamas, horses, mules and alpacas, 
but the horses and mules are inferior, 
the only good ones 
coming from 


Argentina, where the European stock 
has been brought in. There are many 
flocks of sheep, and they contribute 
largely to the welfare of the inhabi- 
tants. "—Sacramento Record-Union.

Three of these occurred in the Eng- 
lish navy, one in the German navy, 
one in the Spanish navy and one in 
the United States navy. 


The United States uian-of-war Mis- 


souri, while lying at Gibraltar in 1885. 
was totally wrecked by the explosion 
or her magazine. 


A case famous in naval history is 


that of Her Majesty's ship Doterel. 
In 1887 she was lying at anchor off 
Punta Arenas, in the Straits of Ma- 
gellan. An explosion wiped the ship 
from the face of the waters. All but 
a few of her crew perished. This was 
a case of magazine explosion, though 
it may have originated in the coal 
bunkers or boilers.

The Great Canals-Their Cost. 


The Suez canal is about 100 miles 


in length and cost $1,000,000 per mile 
for its construction. 
The Corinth 


canal is four miles in length, and cost 
completed, with its approaches, one 
million per mile. 
The 
proposed 


Nicaragua canal will cost per mile, 
with its terminals and approaches, 
certainly not less and probably more 
than the sum named. The canals of 
Suez and Corinth are real maritime can- 
als,'built without locks, upon the sea 
level. The one, that of Corinth, is 
situated in the temperate zone, where 
the rainfall is 37 of 40 inches per 
annum. The other, that of Suez, is 
located in a region without rain. 
Neither of these is threatened in its 
course by streams liable to sndden and 
perilous floods, so common in the 
tropical region of Central America. 
These two great works afford no real 
parallel to the Nicaragua project, either 
as to cost or feasibility. The one work 
parallel to this undertaking is verv 
near, very like it, both in place anS 
circumstance; it is that of the Panama 
canal across the Isthmus of Darien.

Sept. 1, 1875. The Iron Duke at the 
time was steaming at about seven 
knots, and struck the 
Vanguard, 


steaming about six knots, below her 
armor just abaft the mainmast, on the 
fore quarter abreast the engine-room. 
A large hole about twenty-five feet 
square was torn in 
her bottom, 


through which the water came in a 
torrent. 
One of the engineers forced 


open the boiler valves and allowed the 
steam to escape, thereby averting an 
explosion. 
The Vanguard did not 


sink until an hour after the collision. 
Meantime the Iron Duke stood by her 
consort, and the men were transferred 
to her with perfect order. 
The Van- 


guard carried a crew of 430 men. 


While a German squadron of three 


ironclads—the Koenig Wilhelm, the 
Grosser Kurfurst and the Preussen 
were on a cruise from Wilhelmshaven 
to Portsmouth. England, in 1878, the 
Koenig Wilhelm ran into the Grosser 
Kurfurst, striking her between the 
main and the mizzen masts. The 
Kurfurst lurched t9 starboard, the 
water pouring through down in the 
fire-room, flooding the furnaces while 
the steam escaped with great violence. 
An attempt was made by the captain 
o? the Kurfurst to run her into shal- 
low water, but five minutes after the 
time of the collision she sank in fif- 
teen fathoms of water. 
Of her crew 


of 497, 216 were picked up, of whom 
three afterward died of exhaustion. 
Twenty-three officers were saved and 
six drowned. 


While proceeding with the fleet 


from Beyrout to Tripoli, the British 
battleship Victoria was rammed by the 
Camperdown. The Victoria was a 
single-turreted battleship of the first 
class. The total number of officers 
and crew was 659. The Camperdown 
struck the Victoria very nearly at 
right angles just forward "of the turret. 
Ten minutes after the collision the 
Victoria gave a tremendous reel to 
starboard and sank, bow first. Al- 
though the other Tessels of the fleet 
rendered every assistance, 321 officers 
and men were lost. 


The Beina Kegente foundered in a

ELECTRICITY ON FARMS. 


HARNESSING 
NATURE'S 
MIGHTY 
FORGE FOR THE FARMER’S BENEFIT. 


E lectrifying the K arth and iltlmnlatlnif 
tho G erm ination of Seed» by Subjecting 
T hem to Kleetrleal 
Treatm ent — Grow. 
Ing Vouptable» by Kleetrleal Process, 
Since electricity became a science, 
various eftbrts have been made to de­ 
termine wliat effect, if any, it has 
upon the growth of plants and vege­ 
tables. 
Many heated discussions have 
attended the tests by those who have 
entertained opposite theories, and it is 
therefore particularly interesting to 
know that the experiments carried on 
for some time past at the Government 
Agricultural 
station 
at 
Amherst, 
Mass., indicate that the use of elec­ 
tricity by the farmer is a distinct 
stimulus to nature and exerts a marked 
influence upon the germination of 
iseeds and the growth of farm produce. 


The A B C of the scientists* argu­ 
ment in favor of the use of electricity 
on the farm is that roaming around 
loose in the atmosphere there is a vast 
fund of electrical force, which, by 
means of specially devised apparatus, 
can be attracted to earth and distribu­ 
ted through tho ground in which the 
farmer has sown his seed. 
The appa­ 
ratus by means of which the electrici­ 
ty is caught and harnessed for the use 
of the farmer has been thoroughly 
tested at Amherst and has proved to 
be a complete success. 
Briefly de­ 
scribed, it consists of a number of 
copper spikes, which are elevated at 
the top of a 50-foot pole. These spikes 
gather the electric fluid and convey it 
to the foot of the pole, where it is 
caught by wires buried a few feet be­ 
neath the ground and distributed over 
as much of the earth as the farmer de­ 
sires. 
So much electricity is there 
wandering around loose in the atmos­ 
phere that one of these polos can catch 
and distribute enough to electrify 
several acres of ground. 


With this apparatus experiments 
have been made which may be summa­ 
rized as follows: After seeds had been 
subjected to the electric treatment for 
a period of twenty-four hours, it was 
found that over 30 per cent, moreseeds 
were germinated by the aid of elec­ 
tricity than in a like quautity of seeds 
sown in ground that lacked the elec­ 
trical stimulant. 
As the scientists in 
charge of the experiments wished to 
make a very complete test, the electric 
current was applied to seeds that were 
allowed to stay in the ground for forty- 
eight hours. 
It was found that 20 
per cent, more seeds had germinated 
in the electrified ground than in the 
soil where the seeds had been left to 
sprout under normal conditions, and 
in seventy-two hours this percentage 
had dropped to six, thus showing that 
jthe use of the current for the purpose 
of stimulating germination under all 
,the tests was a decided success. 
‘ Another interesting experiment was 
made by planting in two sections of 
ground, the soil in both of which had 
.been carefully selected to ensure it be­ 
ing exactly alike, seeds of the follow­ 
ing varieties: Parsnips, lettuce, car­ 
rot, turnip, radish and onion. 
To one 
section of ground a mild current of 
electricity was applied. »The follow­ 
ing day the plants in the electric plot 
began to appear, the turnips sprouting 
first. 
The rapidity of the growth of 
those planted in the electrically pre­ 
pared ground was far in advance of 
thoso planted in the ordinary ground. 
,The second day plants broke through 
the surface in both plots, those in the 
electric garden showing considerably 
the more rapid growth; the foliage 
was rank, and when harvested was 
nearly twice as high as that of the 
non-electric plot. 
The roots were also 
•larger, and showed a marked differ­ 
ence in favor of electricity. 
One pe­ 
culiarity was that in the electric plot 
for every pound of roots very nearly a 
pound of tops was produced, while in 
¡the other case for every pound of tops 
there grow 1.43 pounds of root, but 
the difference in the total was all in 
'favor of electricity. 
With reference 
Jto the other vegetables, the lettuce 
.proved a failure in both plots. 
The 
carrots showed a marked superiority 
in the electric bed over those of the 
lion-electric. 
The onion plants came 
nj) in both beds and grew finely for a 
time, then blasted, and not one devel­ 
oped, either electric or non-electric, 
this being the only case of all the 
vegetables tested where no tangible 
results were obtained. 


Next to the parsnips the radishes 
gave the next best results. 
They 
grew rapidly, those in the electric gar­ 
den being always ahead. 
The tops 
were rank and the roots were crisp. 
When the best of tho radishes in each 
plot were pulled, washed and weighed, 
it was found that the six largest roots 
taken from the electric plot weighed 
two ounces more than the six largest 
taken from the 
non-electric 
plot. 
They were Larger individually, the 
iaproot longer, of a finer flavor, of 
ibetter quality, more brittle and every 
Vay superior to those raised without 
the aid of electricity.

“ We were given glowing accounts 
of the marvellous richness of the plac­ 
ers on one or two rivers, where the 
Indians dive clown and bring up their 
hands full of the golden sands, but it 
is a miserable lie, and has been tho 
cause of leaving many a poor fellow 
there and stranding him. 
We pros­ 
pected the rivers named, and found 
that there was no gold in them. When 
Pizarro conquered Peru the Incas, 
who were a highly intelligent race, 
had collected vast amounts of gold— 
nobody will ever know how much— 
from the sands of the streams. Pizarro 
and his men set the natives to work 
to 
collect 
more, and the 
work 
has been going on ever since. 
Then 
came the Portuguese, who were so 
successful that the Spaniards got 
jealous of them and drove them away. 
Tho result is that the placers were all 
mined out long ago. 
It is very hard 
prospecting, also, as the streams are 
swift and the mountain sides rougty 
and very steep. 


“ There are rich silver miues there, 
but they are very high up, 17,000 feet 
or more, and the air is so rare that 
white man cannot work, and the wor 
is done by Indians. 
The native Per 
uvians work very little, making th 
Indians do their work. 
I know ofj 
only one successful mine as low down 
as 6500 feet. 
There is very little 
show, too, for a man to find employ­ 
ment in other directions than mining, 
for he must come into competition 
with the Indians, 
who are poorly 
paid. 


“ The native 
Peruvians 
are the 
laziest people you can imagine. 
They 
not only make no provision for next 
week, but none even for the next day, 
a meal ahead being about the extent 
of their solicitude. 
Time is no object 
to them, and they pay very little atten-j 
tion to it. 
They do not like foreignJ 
ers, and delay and discourage them ini 
every possible way. It does not makq 
much difference whether 
they are 
Americans, English or German—they 
are all ‘gringoes’ to tho Peruvians, as 
they are to his Mexican brethren, and 
he dislikes them all. 
This may be 
partly because they annoy him by their 
progressiveness, and wake him up out 
of his lethargy too much to suit him. 


“ With thousands of cattle he has 
no milk or butter, drinking black cof­ 
fee and living on soup twice a day, 
potatoes and dried mutton. 
If they 
can get this meal they let the next one 
take care of itself. 
They have herds 
of llamas, horses, mules and alpacas, 
but the horses and mules are inferior, 
the only good ones 
eomiug from 
Argentina, where the European stock 
has been brought in. 
There are many 
flocks of sheep, and they contribute 
largely to tho welfare of the inhabi­ 
tants. ”—Sacramento Record-Union, 


DISASTERS TO WARSHIPS. 


NAVAL CATASTROPHES WHICH RE­ 
SULTED IN CREAT LOSS OF LIFE. 


The Great C anals—T h eir Coat. 


The Suez canal is about 100 miles 
in length and cost $1,000,000 per mile 
for its construction. 
The Corinth 
canal is four miles in length, and cost 
completed, with its approaches, one 
million per mile. 
The 
proposed 
Nicaragua canal will cost per mile, 
with its terminals and approaches, 
certainly not less and jjrobably more 
than the sum named. 
The canals of 
Suez and Corinth are real maritime can­ 
als,’built without locks, upon the sea 
level. 
The one, that of Corinth, is 
situated in tho temperate zone, where 
the rainfall is 37 oi< 40 inches per 
annum. 
The other, that of Suez, is 
located in a region without rain. 
Neither of these is threatened in its 
course by streams liable to sudden and 
perilous floods, so common in the 
tropical region of Central America. 
These two great works afford no real 
parallel to the Nicaragua project, either 
as to cost or feasibility. The one work 
parallel to this undertaking is very 
near, very like it, both in place and 
circumstance; it is that of the Panama 
canal across the Isthmus of Darien.— 
Harper’s Magazine.

The 
great Italian physician, Caudau, de­ 
clared that a turquoise set in a ring 
would prove a talisman against dis* 
aster to any horseman wearing the 
jewel, but at the same time he said 
that though he possessed such a ring 
he never tested its value in preserving 
his life,

keys,”—New York Tribune. 


An Kxploslon Sunk 
tho llrltlsh 
Ship 
P otorel and Nearly All o f H er Crow Por- 
U h w l-A Collision Caused tho Grosser 
K u rfu rs tto Sink w ith A bout 200 Mon, 
There have been only six cases of 
catastrophes which in any way paral­ 
lel tho destruction of the Maine. 
Three of these occurred in the Eng­ 
lish navy, one in the German navy, 
one in the Spanish navy and one in 
the United States navy. 


The United States man-of-war Mis­ 
souri, while lying at Gibraltar in 1885, 
was totally wrecked by the explosion 
of her magazine, 


A case famous in naval history is 
that of Her Majesty’s ship Doterel. 
In 1887 she was lying at anchor off 
Punta Arenas, in the Straits of Ma­ 
gellan. 
An explosion wiped the ship 
from the face of the waters. 
All but 
a few of her crew perished. 
This was 
a case of magazine explosion, though 
it may have originated in the coal 
bunkers or boilers. 


The British ship Captain, an iron- 
armored turret, 6900 tons, foundered 
at sea in 1871. 
She was attached to 
the China fleet, and had already made 
two cruises. In one of these she faced 
a heavy gale and weathered it success­ 
fully. 
On Sept. G, 1871, sli3 made a 
third tiip to the China squadron, and 
while near Cape Finisterre went down 
in a gale in the night. 
The weather 
was so thick that the rest of the squad­ 
ron did not know of the loss of the 
captain until morning. 
The loss was 
500 officers and meu. 


The Vanguard, belouging to the 
English 
channel 
squadron, 
was 
rammed by the Iron Duke in a fog on 
Sept. 1, 1875. 
The Iron Duke at the 
time was steaming at about seven 
knots, and struck 
the 
Vanguard, 
steaming about six knots, below her 
armor just abaft the mainmast, on the 
fore quarter abreast the engine-room. 
A large hole about twenty-five feet 
square was 
torn in 
her bottom, 
through which the water came in a 
torrent. 
One of the engineers forced 
open the boiler valves and allowed the 
steam to escape, thereby averting an 
explosion. 
The Vanguard 
did not 
sink until an hour after the collision. 
Meantime the Iron Duke stood by her 
consort, and the meu were transferred 
to her with perfect order. 
The Van­ 
guard carried a crew of 450 meu. 


While a German squadron of three 
ironclads—the Koenig Wilhelm, the 
Grosser Kurfurst and the Preussen— 
were on a cruise from Wilhelmshaven 
to Portsmouth. England, in 1878, the 
Koenig Wilhelm ran into the Grosser 
Kurfurst, striking her between the 
main and the mizzen masts. 
The 
Kurfurst lurched to starboard, the 
water pouring through down in the 
fire-room, flooding the furnaces, while 
the steam escaped with great violence. 
An attempt was made by the captaiu 
o? the Kurfurst to run her into shal­ 
low water, but five minutes after the 
time of tho collision she sank in fif­ 
teen fathoms of water. 
Of her crew 
of 497, 216 were picked up, of whom 
three afterward died of exhaustion. 
Twenty-three officers were saved and 
six drowned. 


While proceeding with the fleet 
from Beyrout to Tripoli, the British 
battleship Victoria was rammed by the 
Camperdown. 
The Victoria 
was a 
single-turreted battleship of the first 
class. 
The total number of officers 
and crew was 659. 
The Camperdown 
struck the Victoria very nearly at 
right angles just forward of the turret. 
Ten minutes after the collision the 
Victoria gave a tremendous reel to 
starboard and sank, bow first. 
Al­ 
though the other vessels of the fleet 
rendered every assistance, 321 officers 
and men were lost. 


The Reina Regente foundered in a 
storm in March, 1895, while proceed­ 
ing from Spain to Algiers. 
No trace 
of her has ever been discovered. This 
vessel was an armored cruiser similar 
to the Australian type of the English 
navy. 


There have been several catastro­ 
phes among tho cruiser class, in which 
there was heavy loss of life. 
Among 
these were tho loss of the Japanese 
cruiser Elebi at sea. 
A French float­ 
ing battery, the Arogante, foundered, 
and the British have lost two gun­ 
boats, the Wasp and the Severn, at 
sea. 


Explosions of both guns and boilers 
have occurred at different times on 
the British ship Thunderer, 


There have been several cases on 
United States vessels where spon­ 
taneous combustion iu the coal bun­ 
kers has ignited, the magazines pro­ 
tected by them, Fires in the vicinities 
of the magazines have occurred on the 
New York and the Cincinnati.—New 
York Herald.

Mrs. Shiver is in her ninetieth year, 
but enjoys remarkably good health. 
She can walk several miles without 
experiencing unusual fatigue. 
Her 
mind is clear, and the weight of 
nearly 100 years has left little impress 
on her erect carriage. 
She is a per­ 
fect mine regarding local and state 
history, and is a great favorite as a 
raconteur. 
The remarkable progeny 
for which Mrs. Shiver is responsible 
sprang from the seven children born 
to her and Manning Shiver, who died 
in 1865 at the age of sixty years. 
The 
oldest child is seventy and the young­ 
est forty-three. 
From this stock has 
spread out, in fan-like array, the im­ 
mense family, probably unrivaled in 
numbers in the south. 
Each descend­ 
ant having a family receives a visit 
from Grandmother Shiver in regular 
rotation. 
She completes the circuit 
once in about two years, and makes 
but a short stop under each roof. 
Her coming is always regarded as an 
event of great importance, and each 
household takes a vacation on the 
occasion of 
her visits,—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

Gold has been used in house decora­ 
tion, but here is something which in 
splendor exceeds anything ever seen 
in an Ameiican house—a gold plated 
railing. 
The railing of the spiral 
stairway and the balcony in George J. 
Gould's new house at Lakewood, N. 
J., will be plated with the most pre­ 
cious of all metals. 


Much has been written about the 
splendors of this palace which the 
young millionaire is building down 
there among the pines. 
The foremost 
architects and artists have contributed 
to it, but this stair rail and balcony 
will surpass anything of the kind ever 
attempted in this country. 
There are 
legends of palaces where the soft light 
was reflected from lamps of solid gold 
and shades of alabaster. 
This dwell­ 
ing down at Lakewood will equal in 
splendor the palaces described by the 
romancers who wrote the “Arabian 
Nights.”

Housekeepers who cook dried fruit 
properly prepare it by washing it 
thoroughly, letting it soak in cold wa­ 
ter until all dirt or sediment has beeu 
loosened and washed off, then rinse it 
thoroughly and put it to soak for 
twenty-four hours in clear water. Cook 
it slowly and not very long in the 
water iu which it has been soaked.

Boiled Cabbage. 


Pick off all tho dead outside leaves, 
cut the cabbage in half, cut off tho 
stalk, and wash thoroughly in cold 
water, and then put in a collander; 
when drained put into plenty of fast 
boiling water with a heaped table- 
epoonftil of salt and a tiny piece of* 
soda; keep the saucepan uncovered 
and let boil gently until quite tender; 
the instant it is done take up into a’ 
colander, place a plate over it, let it 
thoroughly drain and serve. 
Tie a 
piece of crumb of bread in a piece of 
muslin, put it in the saucepan with 
the cabbage, and it will prevent the 
unpleasant odor while boiling. * 


C hestnut Cream. 


Boil two pounds of chestnut, and 
after removing the skins and husks 
boil them again iu a pint of milk, 
sweetened with two ounces of sugai] 
and two teaspoonfuls of vauilla ex-t 
tract; when passed through a wire 
neve this should measure a pint; now, 
oiix two wineglassfuls of lemon or 
cherry juice with it, instead of the 
aiaraschino, as given in the recipe; 
melt two 
ounces of gelatine in a 
saucepan containing a teacup of cold 
water; whip up a pint of cream and 
mix it carefully and lightly with the 
chestnut puree and stir in the melted 
jelatine when a little cool; if cold the 
gelatine will make the cream lumpy; 
if too hot it will destroy the lightness 
Df the cream; turn it into molds; if 
they are small individual glass molds 
of fancy shaj^es it is a prettier way of 
«erving the cream than by turning it 
into one large mold and cutting it in 
slices; when it becomes very cold pass 
the mold quickly through warm water, 
wipe dry and reverse it on a glass 
dish; surround with a border of lemon 
jelly; an individual mold dot with bits 
of the jelly.—Chicago Record. 


IXouseliold H ints. 


Cold eggs froth most readily, 


Butter for cake should not be melt­ 
ed. 


The ingredients for pastry must be 
very cold. 


Nutmegs should be grated at the 
blossom end first. 


Cut warm bread and cake with a 
knife heated by being placed in boil­ 
ing water. 


The newest salad bowls have a sil­ 
ver rim, and are accompanied with 
silver servers. 


Add a spoonful of vinegar to the- 
water in which meat or fowls are 
boiled to make them tender. 


A little vinegar kept boiling in tho 
stove while onions and cabbage are 
cooking will prevent the spread of the 
disagreeable odor. 


If a piece of rare beesteak is left 
over from breakfast, it makes an ex­ 
cellent sandwich filling for luncheon, 
if chopped very fine and seasoned with 
salt and pepper. 
In this condition it 
is much more digestible than when 
reheated in the universally detested 
stew. 


Cut glass, bound with sterling sil­ 
ver is a popular combination now for 
a table service, and is recommended for 
bowls and platters in which silver 
forks or spoons must be placed, for 
the contact of the metal with the cut 
edges frequently results in chips or 
cracks. 


White stains on furniture may be 
removed by rubbing with hot milk and 
turpentine, oil and turpentine, or even 
kerosene, 
Dark stains on wood yield 
to oxalic acid. 
To prepare this, fill a 
bottle full of crystals, and then fill up 
with water. 
Keep the bottle labeled 
and on a high shelf out of the reach 
of children. 


To tho large consumption of water­ 
cress in the city of London, says a 
medical authority, may be attributed 
the high standard of health iu that 
city. 
Carefully washed and picked 
over, lightly sprinkled with salt and 
eaten with thin slices of bread and 
butter, it affords the best possible ap­ 
petizer fur breakfast. 


Chicken and other small pieces of 
m eat should either 
be 
thoroughly 
polled in flour or dipped in beaten egg 
and rolled in dry crumbs. 
Southern 
cooks, who are renowned for their 
tfried chicken always use lard for 
frying, cooking them as quickly aa 
possible. 
The same is true of crabs— 
the fat should be very hot, and they 
should be turned often to avoid burn­ 
ing.

Mr. Johns' loss is estimated 
at about $6,000, which is partly covered 
by insurance in the Mummasburg Co. 
The grain, flour and feed which Mr. 
Menges had stored in the mill were all 
consumed, as was also all the account 
books, his clothing, and over $100 in pa- 
per and silver money. The silver was 
found melted together but the greater 
part of it could be used, many visitors to 
view the ruins buying it to keep as relics. 
Mr. Menges estimates his loss at about 
$600, depending somewhat on what can 
be collected on outstanding accouts. He 
had no insurance. 


Work will at once be begun at rebuild- 


ing, and in 60 days time it is expected 
to have the new mill ready for work. 
The burned building was unproved with 
all the latest machinery, having been re- 
modeled about 3i years ago. April 
19th, 1883, the old mill was destroyed by 
fire. At that time T. C. Noel owned the 
building.

The largo grist mill of 8* L. Johtifc, 


‘ known as Centennial Mills, situated in 
Oxford township, about two fiiiles South 
of this place, was totally destroyed by 
fire on Saturday night. The fire was 
caused by spontaneous combustion, the 
flames being first discovered about 11:30 
o’clock, at which time the mill was still 
running. 
The blaze spread rapidly and 
soon the entire building was enveloped 
’ in flames. Daniel Mcnges, the head mil­ 
ler, was in his room on the third story 
1 and was obliged to climb down the rope 
on the outside of the mill, which is used 
to hoist grain to the upper floors. In 
making his escape he was badly burned 
about his hands and face, the hair also 
being burned from his head. Henry 
Mcnges,the manager of the mill, operates 
a mill near Kingsdale. The dwelling 
house which is occupied by Jacob Mcng­ 
es, caught fire several times but was ex­ 
tinguished before it had gained much 
headway. Mr, Johns’ loss is estimated 
at about $6,000, which is partly covered 
by insurance in the Mummasburg Co. 
The grain, flour and feed which Mr. 
Mcnges had stored in the mill were all 
consumed, as was also all the account 
books, his clothing, and over $100 in pa­ 
per and silver money. The silver "was 
found melted together but the greater 
part of it could be used, many visitors to 
view the ruins buying it to keep as relics. 
Mr. Menges estimates his loss at about 
$600, depending somewhat on what can 
be collected on outstanding accouts. Ho 
had no insurance. 


Work will at once be begun at rebuild­ 
ing, and in 60 days time it is expected 
to have the new mill ready for work. 
The burned building was improved with 
all the latest machinery, having been re­ 
modeled about Si years ago. 
April 
19th, 1883, the old mill was destroyed by 
fire. At that time T. C. Noel owned the 
building.

Only seven per cent, of those per- 


sons who entered the Klondike region 
during the past year have been able 
to earn a living; no new discoveries 
of placers have been made during the 
eight months preceding November 2 
last; all old claims have been taken 
up; there is no chance for employment 
for any large number of people in any 
capacity; there is not now, nor likely 
to be within twelve months, any ade- 
quate means of supplying food and 
shelter for the people now in Alaska 
or in the northwest territory, and the 
lawless characters are banding to- 
gether for the purpose of robbery— 
such are the reports received by 
special courier from Captain Eay, the 
representative of the war department 
at Dawson City. 
And yet a rush has 


already been begun for that country, 
•where there is nothing to eat, no 
work to do, and no security for life or 
property. 


There can be no doubt of the fact 


that great alarm exists in the public 
mind of Great Britain over the rapidly 
growing industrial prestige of the 
United States. One of the most con- 
servative of British journals, The 
London Economist, accounts for the 
marked falling off in exports from 
that country during the past year on 
the ground that American competi- 
tion is yearly becoming more danger- 
ous to the interests of Great Britain. 
While recognizing the harmful effects 
of the Indian famine and other dis- 
turbing influences this representative 
newspaper observes: "Yet we attack 
more importance still to a new factor 
•which has made itself very manifest 
during the past twelve months—we 
refer to the competition of American 
iron both at home and abroad. Twelve 
months ago this competition was felt, 
but only to a limited extent, and it 
•was generally assumed that it was dt»e 
to the exceptional depression which 
•was experienced in the United States, 
and that so soon as this had passed 
away prices in America would rise to 
euch a point as would make it un- 
profitable 
to continue shipments. 


The total exports from the United 
States, which in 1896 were about 100,- 
090 tons, are estimated to reach over 
500,000 tots in 1897. 
The principal 


items are pig iron aal steel rails. 
The former comes mainly from the 
state of Alabama and is shipped from 
southern ports in cotton ships. Being 
able to carry iron in addition to a full 
cargo of cotton, it is taken at a com- j 
paratively low rate of freight, and in 
this way it can be laid down at a price 
to compete with pig iron of British | 
production. 
Steel rails have been 


shipped largely to Canada, Mexico, 
India. Australia and Japan, and have 
come into direct competition with 
British manufacturers."

London Economist is thus candid 
enough to admit, other discerning 
newspapers of Great Britain cannot 
be slow to recognize. 
There is no 


country on the globe which can com- 
pare with the United States in the in- 
dustrial strides which it has made 
daring the past few years. 


From a yellow, faded pamphlet that 


lay for years on a bookshelf in an old- 
fashioned farmhouse in Tynedale in 
the north of England, the story given 
below is taken. 


William Tarbot was a lawyer at 


Hexham, in the north of England. 
Having to attend the assizes at Aln- 
wick and probably spend some days 
there and Mrs. Tarbot's parents resid- 
ing eight miles from that place, Mr. 
Tarbot arranged that his wife and their 
daughter, a girl of 16, should accom- 
pany him and stay with their relatives 
until he was ready to return home. 
The family traveled on horseback, as 
was customary among country people 
in those days, and reached the abode 
of Mr. and Mrs. Norman, the wife's 
parents, after a pleasant ride of a few 
hours. Mr. and Mrs. Norman were 
plain, old-fashioned people, owning 
their own farm and accounted wealthy. 
The next morning Mr. Tarbot rode on 
to Alnw-ick and was soon over head 
and ears in business.

Wray of Bamborough paid over to Mr. 
Tarbot 2350 pounds in bank of Eng- 
land notes in settlement of a suit. 
Wray had the money in a brown paper 
parcel, which he opened in Tarbot's 
bedroom in the inn where they were 
both staying. The two men counted 
the money, and Wray wrapped it up 
in the same way in which he had pro- 
duced it and laid the package on the 
table, at the same time saying: 


"Now, Tarbot, you should stand 


something, so ring the bell." 


"Why, of course I will, with pleas- 


ure," 
Tarbot said, and thereupon 


Wray playfully turned him toward the 
bell pull, which hung by the side of 
the mantelpiece. 


After the men had drunk together 


they parted with mutual expressions 
of good feeling, Tarbot putting the 
package into his pocket buttoning his 
coat over it. An hour later he changed 
his coat for a traveling one and laid 
the package on a chair by a window, 
leaving it there while he went 'out 
upon the gallery and called the boots 
to bring him his saddle bags, which 
he had been cleaning. Having stowed 
away his things in the bags, he put on 
his traveling coat, placed the package 
in his inside pocket and buttoned the 
coat over his breast. Then he mounted 
his horse and started for the dwelling 
of his father-in-law. 


It was an unusually hot day in Sep- 


tember and a thunderstorm was rag- 
ing over the Grampians. Fearing that 
he might be hindered by the swelling 
stream if he attempted to ford it, he 
rode two or three miles out of his way 
to cross it by a bridge. It was well 
he did so, for, though he rode right 
into the storm and was wet to the skin, 
he got on the safe side of the water, 
and the rest of his road was unob- 
structed.

"A few clays ago I went to the sum- 


mit of Chilkoot Pass. From this place

miles to what is called the foot of the 
summit, and it seems like forty when 
you walk it; but after so much has 
been accomplished, one's troubles 
have just begun. 
The ascent is, say, 


500 feet, and almost straight up. 
It 


would be impossible to make the climb 
but for the snow, which is, on an av- 
erage, forty feet deep; this provides a 
footing, and it required more than an 
hour for me to make the summit, 
where a level stretch of about 100 
yards intervened before the second 
climb, much steepei^ was made, which 
landed me on the real summit of Chil- 
koot Pass. 


"When ready to leave, and it was 


not long, the Indian guide said 'do as 
I do,' and proceeded to tuck his 
clothes under him, seated himself in 
the snow on the edge of the slope,and 
away he went down the side of the 
mountain. I followed. The experi- 
ence was exciting, and after crossing 
the level plateau, took another slide, 
reaching the bottom in less than a 
minute, while it had required more 
than hour to mount. In watching a 
man descend it looks for all the world 
like a cloud of snow shooting down the 
mountain, and the victim lands at your 
feet; such is the Chilkoot Pass. "Two 
men were'frozen to death on the sum- 
mit last week."—Xew York Sun.

Sense, That of Orientation. 


Captain Benaud, the French special- 


ist in charge of the military pigeon 
service, is a firm believer in a sixth 
sense in pigeons and other birds and 
animals possessed of the homing in- 
stinct, which he calls the sense of 
"orientation." He has defended his 
theory at length in a paper recently 
read before the French Academie des 
Sciences, claiming to have amply 
proved it by special trials of various 
kinds.

quite strange to them find their way 
back to it. Evidently, a local know- 
ledge is out of the question, and they 
rely on a special sense. 


Sometimes a homing bird passes 


over the cote without seeing it, as 
though it were hypnotized, and con- 
tinues till it reaches the station of the 
cote the evening before. One bird re- 
traced the traveling cote from Ban- 
pame to Houdain, and then followed 
the railway by which it had come 
there to Evreux, where it was caught. 
Captain Benand concludes that exist- 
ing theories, which ascribe homing to 
local knowledge or local magnetic cur- 
rents, do not account for his facts, es- 
pecially the return to a traveling 
home. But, say the advocates of that 
theory, he does not seem to under- 
stand the magnetic theory of the fac- 
ulty. The magnetic currents of the 
earth are not local, but universal, and 
wherever the cote is placed the bird 
can-guide itself by them. His experi- 
ments, they say, so far from contro- 
verting tbe magnetic hypothesis, tend 
rather to confirm it, and had there

this law: Tho instinct of distant orien­ 
tation is that faculty which animals 
possess of taking the back track or 
retracing a way already taken. 
The 
sixth sense is apparently independent 
of the external impressions which af­ 
fect the other five senses. 


Here is a new experiment that seems 
to confirm his theory. 
If a pigeon 
does not need local knowledge to find 
its way home, it is possible to have a 
traveling cote and accustom the birds 
to a wandering life. 
Suppose the cote 
transplanted bodily to a strange place, 
without in any way troubling the 
birds, these would still be able to find 
their way back to it by the sixth sense. 
Captain Renaud has realized this idea 
by mounting the cotes in wagons 
traveling all over Franco. 
The birds 
know,no other home, and iu localities 
quite strange to them find their way 
baok to it. 
Evidently, a local know­ 
ledge is out of the question, and they 
rely on a special sense. 


Sometimes a homing bird passes 
over the cote without seeing it, as 
though it were hypnotized, and con­ 
tinues till it reaches the station of the 
cote the evening before. 
One bird re­ 
traced the traveling cote from Bau- 
pame to Houdain, and then followed 
the railway by which it had come 
there to Evreux, where it was caught. 
Captain Renaud concludes that exist­ 
ing theories, which ascribe homing to 
local knowledge or local magnetic cur­ 
rents, do not account for his facts, es­ 
pecially the return to a traveling 
home. 
But, say the advocates of that 
theory, he does not seem to under­ 
stand the magnetic theory of the fac­ 
ulty. 
The magnetic currents of the 
earth are not local, but universal, and 
wherever the cote is placed the bird 
can «guide itself by them. 
His experi­ 
ments, they say, so far from contro­ 
verting the magnetic hypothesis, tend 
rather to confirm it, and had there 
been an electrician at the “ seance” of 
the academie when he read his paper, 
this would have been pointed out.

The Lighthouse Tender Mangrove 


Makes a Valuable Haul, 


THI BIGGEST PBIZE TET TAKE1T. 


Key West, Fla., April 27.—Th« jrht- 


nouse tender Mangrove, the baby of the 
•ftvy, puffed proudly Into Key West 
Harbor ywterday with the richest prize 
Of the war thus far, a vessel four times 
»er size trailing in her wake. The 
captive w»s the Panama, Captain 
Quevedo. a big transatlantic liner, a.d 
•n auxiliary cruiser of the Spanish 
navy, which has been plying & ,»£ 
^7onen New Tork and Havana. She 
aad 29 passengers, including three wo- 
men, 
one Frenchmen and one Mexican 


and a crew of 72. As the Panama car-' 
Tied two 12 pounders, she could easily 
?«I* annihilated the little Mangrove, 
and as the latter came into harbor with 
her prize there was not a craft but 
saluted her with rousing cheers. 


The Mangrove, under Lieutenant 


Commander William H. Everett, tfras 
cruising along the Cuban coast, navi- 
gated by Ensign Palmer, Monday even- 
tog, about 20 miles north of Havana At 
5:45 p. m. she sighted the Panama. The 
only other ship of the fleet in sight was 
«e battleship Indiana, three miles to 
g»e rear. 
Lieutenant Commander 


£w.r^\rented a prize and sc"<l<led 
toward the stranger. When the latter 
came within range a shot from the 
Mangrove's 12 pounder was sent across 
her bows, but the Spaniard ignored the 
challenge and went on. Another shot 
followed without result, but the Man- 
erove was drawing nearer the stranger 
•who calmly proceeded on her course' 
apparently without any intention of 
running away. 


When the third shot was *red the 


Mangrove was within a hundred yards 
of the Panama, and Lieutenant Com- 
monder Everett shouted to the deck 
officer that if she did not surrender he 
would sink her. The Mangrove's of- 
ficers admit that they expected the 
enemy's 12 pounder to open on them In 
Wsponse to the threat, but the Span- 
lard promptly came to. Ensign Day- 
ton, the senior officer of the Mangrove 
boarded the prize. Rear Admiral Samp- 
eon ordered Lieutenant Commander 
Everett to convoy the prize to Key 
WCS», 


The Panama is of about 2,800 tons 


Burden, and her passengers were main- 
ly Spanish refugees fleeing from New 
Tork and other points in the United 1 
Blares to Havana. Captain Quevedo 
was grief stricken and greatly humili- , 
Ated because of the capture. The pas- I 
e«ng«rs declare they knew nothing of ' 
toe blockade, and that when they saw 
the searchlight of the Mangrove they 
thought it was the light of a Spanish 
aan-of-war. The first shot'changed 
^f**«°^ t0 aW>rehension, the second ' 
and third created a panic. The women 
*an screaming for shelter from the 
enemy's guns, and the captain locked 
himself sullenly in his cabin. 


The Panama carries a valuable cargo 


of general merchandise, including a 
large quantity of corn. Much of it was 
meant to provision the suffering Span- 
iards In Cuba, and the cargo, with the 
ship itself, undoubtedly makes the 
Wchest prize thus far taken. Under the 
regulations, however, the battleship 
Indiana will share in the prize money 
as she was In sight when the capture 
was made. 


This makes five steamers thus far 


captured, in addition to a number of 
•chooners and small craft. The gun- 
boat Newport brought in two Spanish 
coasting vessels yesterady—the sloop 
Faquette and the schooner Piereneo 


The torpedo boat Porter has arrived 


from off the Cuban coast, and reports 
tfcat the position of the blockade con- 
tinues unchanged. There has been no 
firing on either side. 


The United States cruiser Cincinnati 


yesterday captured Lieutenant Pedro 
Fernandez, of the Spanish army, who I 
was returning to his family on a small ' 
aloop. Lieutenant Fernandez is detain- 
ed on the flagship.

The Lighthouse Tender Mangrove 
Makes a Valuable Haul. 


THE BIGGEST PRIZE YET TAKEN. 


Key West, Fla., April 27.—Th« light­ 
house tender Mangrove, the baby of the 
navy, puffed proudly into Key WeBt 
harbor yesterday with the richest priae 
of the war thus far, a vessel four times 
her size trailing: in her wake* 
The 
oaptive was 
the Panama, 
Captain 
Quevedo, a big transatlantic liner, and 
an auxiliary cruiser oi the Spanish 
navy, which has been plying of late 
betwten New York and Havana. Sh© 
had 29 passengers, including three wo­ 
men, one Frenchmen and one Mexioan, 
and a crew of 72. As the Panama car­ 
ried two 12 pounders, she could easily 
have annihilated tha little Mangrove, 
and as the latter came into harbor wjth 
her prize there was not a craft but 
saluted her with rousing cheers. 


The 
Mangrove, 
under Lieutenant 
Commander William H. Everett, Was 
cruising along the Cuban coast, navi­ 
gated by Ensign Palmer, Monday even­ 
ing, about 20 miles north of Havana. At 
5:45 p. m. she sighted the Panama. The 
only other ship of the fleet in sight was 
ttlQ battleship Indiana, three miles to 
the 
rear. 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
fiverett scented a prize and scudded 
toward the stranger. When the latter 
came within range a shot from the 
Mangrove's 12 pounder was sent across 
her bows, but the Spaniard ignored the 
challenge and went on. Another shot 
followed without result, but the Man­ 
grove was drawing nearer the stranger, 
who calmly proceeded on her course, 
apparently without any intention of 
running away. 


When the third shot was Ared the 
Mangrove was within a hundred yards 
of the Panama, and Lieutenant Com- 
monder Everett shouted to the deck 
officer that if she did not surrender he 
would sink her. 
The Mangrove's of­ 
ficers admit that they expected the 
enemy’s 12 pounder to open on them in 
response to the threat, but the Span­ 
iard promptly came to. 
Ensign Day­ 
ton, the senior officer of the Mangrove, 
boarded the prize. Rear Admiral Samp­ 
son 
ordered Lieutenant Commander 
Everett to convoy the prize to Key 
West. 


The Panama is of about 2,800 tons 
burden, and her passengers were main­ 
ly Spanish refugees fleeing from New 
York and other points in the United 
States to Havana. 
Captain Quevedo 
was grief stricken and greatly humili­ 
ated because of the capture. The pas­ 
sengers declare they knew nothing of 
the blockade, and that when they saw 
the searchlight of the Mangrove they 
thought it was the light of a^ Spanish 
man-of-war. 
The first shot 'changed 
their joy to apprehension, the second 
and third created a panic. The women 
ran screaming for shelter from the 
enemy's guns, and the captain locked 
himself sullenly In his cabin. 


The Panama carries a valuable cargo 
of general merchandise, including a 
large quantity of corn. Much of It was 
meant to provision the suffering Span­ 
iards in Cuba, and the cargo, with the 
ship itself, undoubtedly makes the 
richest prize thus far taken. Under the 
regulations, 
however, the 
battleship 
Indiana will share in the prize money, 
as she was in sight when the capture 
was made. 


This makes five steamers thus far 
captured, in addition to a number of 
schooners and small craft. 
The gun­ 
boat Newport brought in two Spanish 
coasting vessels yesterady—the sloop 
Paquette and the schooner Piereneo. 


The torpedo boat Porter has arrived 
from off the Cuban coast, and reports 
that the position of the blockade con­ 
tinues unchanged. There has been no 
firing on either side. 


The United States cruiser Cincinnati 
yesterday captured Lieutenant Pedro 
Fernandez, of the Spanish army, who 
was returning to his family on a small 
»loop. Lieutenant Fernandez is detain­ 
ed on the flagship. 


The news from Matanzas, Cardenas 
a*id Mariel is meager, but it indicates 
that the blockade has been firmly es­ 
tablished at those ports.

"Washington, April 27.—Conditions in 
Washington are rapidly settling down 
to those of actual war. 
Notices came 
to the state department from the four 
quarters of the globe yesterday show- | 
ing that the nations as a rule are pre- ' 
pared to assume an attitude of strict 
neutrality as between the United States I 
and Spain in the present struggle. 
In 
! most cases they were In answer to the 
Identical note sent out on Monday by 
the state 
department 
to all 
United 
States 
embassies 
and 
legations 
In- 
structing them to inform the govern- 
ments to which they were accredited 
that war has existed since April 21. 


The president Issued a proclamation 
during the day laying: down rules as 
to the seizure of prizes, and the result, 
it is believed, will be the release of 
some of the ships already captured, 
thougrh it will be for the prize courts to 
determine in each case whether the 
conditions under which the ship was 
captured are such to warrant release. 
The impression prevails that the Buena 
Ventura, the first on the list of prizes, 
will be declared no prize. The case of 
the Panama, whose seizure was report- 
ed yesterday, is more complicated, ow- 
inff to the fact that, while otherwise 
exempt, the ship was reported to have 
contained 
supplies 
for the 
Spanish 
army In Cuba, which are contraband. 


However, it may be said that while 
the settlement of these questions will 
be left to the courts the administration 
believes Ihe greatest liberality should 
^ be shownMn the appilication of the laws 
where a vessel is not contraband or at- 
tempting to run the blockade. That la 
shown in the liberal terms of the proc- 
lamation 
Itself, by 
which the prize 
courts must be guided. It is noted also 
that the administration has not been 
deterred by any criticism In congress 
from formally pledging itself to the 
nations of the world to refrain from 
privateering and abide by the decla- 
ration of Paris of 1S56, 


So far as is known all the United 
States consuls have made their way 
safely out of Spain. 


Secretary Sherman retired 
finallyyes- 
terday from the position of secretary of 
state, and his successor was confirmed 
in the person of Judge Day. John Bas- 
sett Moore was today 
confirmed 
in 
Judge Day's place. 


In the war department preparations 
went on with ceaseless energy for the 
organization of the volunteer army. All 
the officers were detailed who are to be 
sent to the various states and terri- 
tories to muster the guardsmen into 
the service of the United States. 
The 
plans for the full ori^anlzation of the 
army were also perfected. 


Among the orders issued yesterday 
was one directing Captain A. P. Ma- 
han, the author and well known au- 
thority in naval tactics, to report for 
duty at the navy department. 
Captain 
Mahan is a retired officer, and will oe 
assigned a position on the strategy 
board. Probably he will replace Ad- 
miral Walker, for whom the president 
and Secretary Long cherish the high- 
est regard on account of his profes- 
sional ability, and who is to be assign- 
ed to duty of the highest importance 
in the Immediate future. More than a 
dozen retired olHcers were called into 
the service by Secretary Long yester- 
day.

Inceroars Moro Than SpnulAh. 
New York, April 27,—A report is In 
circulation here that the United States 
war fleet commanded by Commodore 
Dewey Is a hundred miles off the Phil- 
ippine Islands in line of battle. 
Com- 
modore Dewey Is to invest and take 
possession of Manila, a fortified port. 
This may not be accomplished without 
considerabJe fighting, as a strong bat- 
tery is located at the entrance of Man- 
ila harbor. There have also been sta- 
tioned there a number of Spanish war- 
ships. 
It has been asserted that the 
Spanish fleet there has orders to con- 
centrate

about the Philippines and 
give

Americans a battle. 


It is believed in London, according to 
a cablegram 
just received, that

fleet secured Manila, the effect would 
be only to locp up the squadron, which 
could be more usefully employed else- 
where. 


The idea that America may blockade 
the Philippines has caused great un- 
easiness at Hamburg, where it is re- 
marked that a blockade would damage 
English and German interests far more 
than Spanish. 
Of the 33 great trading 
houses at Manila only five are Spanish, 
14 being German and 12 English. From 
Feb. 36 to March 11 last of the 70 ves- 
sels that entered Manila harbor only 
four were Spanish.

He 
was directed to wait here, prepared to 
go to Porto Rico or Cuba. As he went 
to eastern Cuba It Is inferred that a

WAR NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


First Shot of the War Was PIred b r 


the Nashville. 


Washington, April 27.—On Wednes- 
day of last week the portentious doc- 
uments which plunge the United States 
Into war were signed by the president. 
These were the resolution which passed 
both branches of congress and 
the 
president's ultimatum to Spain. 
This 
ultimatum allowed Spain until Satur- 
day to reply as to whether they would 
yield to the demands of this govern- 
ment. 
The ''haughty Spaniard" has 
precipitated matters by refusing to ac- 
cept the 
document. 
The 
resolution, 
which passed the senate by a vote of 
43 to 35 (the nays being those who fa- 
vored 
Cuban 
recognition) 
and 
the 
house by 310 to 6, demands that the 
government of Spain relinquish Its au- 
thority in Cuba and 
withdraw 
its 
forces from the island. The resolution 
declares further that "the people of 
Cuba are, and of right ought to be, 
free and Independent." 
The effort to 
force a recognition of the Cuban re- 
public was defeated, and this govern-^ 
ment disclaims desire 
to annex the 
Island. 
Senor Polo de Bernabe, 
the 
Spanish minister here, demanded 
his 
passports as soon as he was notified 
that the resolution was now the law of 
the land. 
These were promptly fur- 
nished, and the Spanish minister and 
the attaches of his legation left the city 
on Wednesday 
evening for 
Canada, 
whez*e they now are. 


On Thursday the fleet at Key West 
received orders to prepare for a block- 
ade of Havana and other Cuban ports, 
and the work of preparation was rap- 
Idly proceeded with. 
Shortly after 6

ELECTRICITY ON FARMS, 


HARNESSING 
NATUFÎE'S 
MIGHTY 
FORGE FOR THE FARMER'S BENEFIT.

Since eloctrioity became a science, 
varions eftbrts have been jnaclc to de- 
termine wlmt eilect, if any. it has 
upon the growth of plants and 
veiîo- 
tables. 
Many heated discussions have 
attended the teats by those who 
have 
entertained opposite theories, and it is 
therefore particularly interesting 
to 
know that the experiments carried on 
for some time past at the Government 
Affricnltnral 
station 
at 
Amherst, 
Mass., indicate that the nse of 
elec- 
tricity by the farmer is a 
distinct 
Btimnlus to nature and exerts a marked 
influence upon 
the 
germination 
of 
seeds and the growth of fnrm produce. 


The A B 0 of the 
scientists* argu- 
ment in favor of the use of electricity 
on the farm is that roaming around 
loose in the atmosphere there is a vast 
fund of electrical 
force, which, 
by 
means of specially devised apparatus, 
can be attracted to earth and distribu- 
ted through the ground in which 
the 
farmer has sown his seed. 
The appa- 
ratus by means of which the electrici- 
ty IS caught and harnessed for the use 
of the farmer has 
been 
thoroughly 
tested at Amherst and has proved 
to 
be a complete success. 
Briefly de- 
Bcnbed, it conaists of 
a number 
of 
copper spikes, which are elevated at 
the top of a 50-foot pole. These spikes 
gather the electric fluid and convey it 
to the foot of the 
polo, where it is 
caught by wires buried a few feet be- 
neath the ground and distributed over 
as much of tbe earth as the farmer de- 
sires, 
So much electricity is there 
•vvanderingaround loose in the atmos- 
phere that one of these polos can catch 
and 
distribute 
enough 
to electrify 
several acres of ground. 


With this 
apparatus 
experiments 
have been made which may be summa- 
rized as follows: After seeds had been 
subjected to the electric treatment for 
a period of twenty-four hours, 
it was 
found that over 30 percent, more seeds 
were germinated by the aid of elec- 
tricity than in a like quantity of seeds 
sown in ground that lacked the elec- 
trical stimulant. 
As the scientists in 


charge of the experiments 
wished to 


make a very complete test, the electric 
current was applied to seeds that were 
allowed to stay in the ground for forty- 
eight 
hours. 
I t was found that 20 
per cent more seeds had 
germinated 
in the electrified ground than in 
the 
soil where the seeds had been left to 
sprout under normal 
conditions, and 
in seventy-two hours this 
percentage 
had dropped to six, thus showing that 
,the use of the current for the purpose 
of stimulating germination under all 
jthe tests was a decided success. 
, Another interesting experiment was 
made by planting in two sections of 
ground, the soil in both of which had f 
.been carefully selected to ensure itbe- 
M g exactly alike, seeds of the follow- 
ing varieties: Parsnips, lettuce, 
car- 
rot, turnip, radish and onion. 
To one 
Bection of ground a mild current of 
electricity was applied. 
.The follo^v- 
m g day the plants in the electric plot 
began to appear, the turnips sproutiuff 
t r s t . 
The rapidity of the 
growth of 
those planted in the 
electrically pre- 
pared ground 
was far in 
advance of 
those planted in the ordinary ground 
.The second day plants broke through 
the surface in both plots, those in the 
«lectric garden showing 
considerably 
the more rapid growth; the 
foliage 
was rank, and when harvested 
was 
,nearly twice as high as that 
of 
the 
non-electric plot. 
The roots were also 
'larger, and showed a marked differ- 
ence in favor of electricity. 
One 
pe- 
culiarity was that in the electric plot 


for every pound of roots very nearly a 
pound of tops was produced, while in 
'the other case for every pound of tops 
there grew 1.43 pounds of root, 
but 
the dillorence in the total Avas all 
in 
.lavorof 
electricity. 
With 
reference 
jto the 
other 
vegetables, the 
lettuce 
.proved a failure in both plots. 
The 
carrots showed a marked 
superiority 
xn the electric bed over those of 
the 
non-electric. 
The onion plants 
came 
lip in both bods and grew finely for a 
time, then blasted, and not one devel- 
oped, either electric or 
non-electric 
this being 
the 
only case of all 
thé 
vegetables tested where no tangible 
results Avere obtained. 


Next to the i^arsniijs 
the radishes 
gave 
the next 
best 
results. 
They 
grew rapidly, those in the electric gar- 
den being always ahead. 
The tops 
were rank and the roots Avere crisp 
When the best of the radishes in each 
plot were pulled, washed and weighed 
ti was found that the six largest roots 
taken from the electric plot Aveighed 
two ounces more than the six 
largest 
taken 
from 
the 
non-electric 
plot 
They were 
larger 
individually, 
thé 
jtaproot longer, of 
a 
finer 
flavor, 
of 
f e t t e r quality, more brittle and every 
•way superior to those raised 
without 
t h e aid of electricity.

country while they are able 
to do so 
lu all my travels 
there I 
found only 
one man who Avas making

17,000 feet above the sea level. 


''We Avere given glowing accounts 
of the marA-ellous richncss of the plac- 
ers on one or 
two 
rivers, where the 
Indians dive down and bring up their

to them, and they pay very little atten^ 
tion to It, 
They do not 
like foreign- 
ers, and delay and discourage them in 
every possible way. 
It does not makej 
much difference whether 
they 
are 
Americans, English or German—they 
are all 'gringoes' to the Peruvians, as 
they are to his Mexican brethren, and 
he dislikes them all. 
This 
may 
be 
partly because they annoy him by their 
progressiveness, aud wake him up out 
/etbargy too much 
to suit him. 


With thousands of cattle he has 
no milk or butter, drinking black cof- 
fee and living on 
soup twice

Thclargo grist mill of 8. L. Johns, 
known as Centennial Mills, situated in 
Oxford township, a b o u t two miles South 
of this place, was totally destroved by , 
fire on Saturday night. 
The fire was 
caused by spontaneous combustion, the 
flames being first discovered about 11:30 
o'clock, at which time the mill was still 
runninii. 
The blaze spread rapidly and 
soon the entire building was enveloped 
in flames. Daniel Menges,the head mil- 
ler, was in his room on tho third story 
and was obliged to climb down the rope 
on the outside of the mill, which is used 
to hoist grain to the upper floors. In 
making his escape he was badly biu-ned 
about his hands and face, the hair also 
being burned from his head. Henry 
Menges,the manager of tho mill, operates 
a mill near Kingsdale. The dwelling 
house which is occupied by Jacob Meng- 
es, caught fire several times but was ex- 
tinguished before it had gained much 
headway. Mr. Johns' loss is estimated 
at about $6,000, which is partly covered 
by insurance in the Mummasburg Co. 
The grain, flour and feed which Mr. 
Menges had stored in the mill were all 
consumed, as was also all the account 
books, his clothing, and over $100 in pa- 
per and silver money. The silver was 
found melted together but the greater 
part of iii could be used, many visitors to 
view the ruins buying it to keep as relics. 
Mr. Menges estimates his loss at about 
$G00. depending somewhat on what can 
be collected on outstanding aocouts. He 
had no insurance. 


Work will at once be begun at rebuild- 
ing, and in CO days time it is expected 
to have the new mill ready for work. 
The burned building was improved with 
all the latest machinery, having been re- 
modeled about Bi years ago. 
April 
19th, 1883, the old mill was destroyed by 
fire. At that time T. C. Noel owned the 
building.

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There can be no doubt of the fact 
that great alarm exists in the public 
mind of Great Britain over the rapidly 
growing industrial prestige of 
the 
United States, 
One of the most con- 
servative of British journals, 
The 
London Economist, accounts for the 
marked falling off in exports from 
that country during the past year on 
the ground that American competi- 
tion is yearly becoming more danger- 
ous to the interests of Great Britain, 
While recognizing the harmful effects 
of the Indian famine and other dis- 
turbing inffuences this representative 
newsiDai^er observes; "Yet we attack 
more importance still to a new factor 
which has made itself very manifest 
during the past twelve months—we 
refer to the competition of American 
iron both at home and abroad. Twelve 
months ago this competition was felt, 
but only to a limited extent, and it 
was generally assumed that it was due 
to the exceptional deiH'ossion which 
was experienced in the United States, 
and that so soon as this had passed 
away prices in America would rise to 
Buch a point as would make it un- 
profitable 
to 
continue 
shipments. 
The total exj^orts from the 
United 
States, which in 1896 were about 100,- 
000 tons, are estimated to reach over 
500,000 tons in 1897. 
The principal 
items 
are pig iron a a i steel 
rails. 
The former comes mainly from the 
state of Alabama and is shipped from 
couthern ports in cotton ships. Being 
able to carry iron in addition to a full 
cargo of cotton, it is taken at a com- 
paratively low rate of freight, and in 
Ihis way it can be laid down at a price 
to compete M'ith pig iron of British | 
jn'oduction. 
Steel rails have been 
ehix^ped largely to Canada, Mexico, 
India, Australia and Jaijan, and have 
come into 
direct 
competition with 
British 
manufacturers." 
What the 
London Economist 
is thus 
candid 
enough 
to admit, other 
discerning 
newspapers of Great Britain cannot 
be slow to recognize. 
There is no 
country on the globe M'hich can com- 
jjare with the United State« in the in- 
dustrial 
strides which it has made 
during the past few years, 


From a yellow, faded pamphlet that 
lay for years on a bookshelf in an old- 
fashioned farmhouse in Tynedale in 
the north of England, the story given 
below is taken, 


William Tarbot 
was a lawyer at 
Hexham, in the :Qorth of 
England. 
Having to attend the assizes at Aln- 
wick and probably spend some days 
there and Mrs. TarboVs parents resid- 
ing eight miles from that place, Mr. 
Tarbot arranged that his wife and their 
daughter, a girl of 16, should accom- 
pany him and stay with their relatives 
until he was ready to return home. 
The family traveled on horseback, as 
was customary among country people 
in those days, and reached the abode 
of Mr. and Mrs, Norman, the wife's 
parents, after a ¡pleasant ride of a few 
hours, 
Mr, and Mrs, Norman were 
plain, old-fashioned 
people, owning 
their own farm and accounted wealthy. 
The next morning Mr. Tarbot rode on 
to Alnw-ick and was soon over head 
and eiirs in business. 


On tho last day of the court one 
Wray of Bamborough paid over to Mr. 
Tarbot 2350 pounds in bank of 
Eng- 
land notes in settlement of 
a suit. 
Wray had the money in a brown paper 
parcel, which he opened in Tarbot's 
bedroom in the inn where they were 
both staying.

the money, and Wray wrapped it up 
in the same way in which he had pro- 
duced it and laid the package on the 
table, at tho same time saying:

"'Throw it this way,* the 
drover 
said 'I am John Cotter and you can 
hear of me at the Green Man 
at 
Carlisle any day.' 


*'WiVh this the stranger hurled a 
package toward the drover, which he 
luckily caught," continued the squire. 
"He 
showed us the package 
and 
opened it before us all. 
It contained 
2350 pounds in England notes." 


"Groat Lord!"exelaimed Mr. Tarbot, 
clapping his hand to his breast. "Can 
it be possible—No. 
I feel it. 
The 
package is all safe." 


He opened his coat and drew forth 
a broAvn paperpackage from the inside 
pocket. 


J ' I tell you what, squire," he said. 
•'I burst out into a cold sweat all over 
when you told me what the drover's 
package contained, for I have a pack- 
age of money for a clieut amouniing 
precisely to the sum you named," 


"Why, the drover's package is the 
very picture of yours, "said the squire. 


"Outside perhaps; outside," said 
the lawyer as he opened the package. 


Inside there was nothing but a lot 
of sheets of worthless paper cut into 
the size of Bank of Eng'land 
notes.

The ascent is, say, 
500 feet, and almost straight up. 
It 
would be impossible to make the climb 
but for the snow, which is, on an av- 
erage, forty feet deep; this provides a 
footing, and it required more than au 
hour for me to make the summit, 
where a level stretch of about 100 
yards intervened before the 
second 
climb, much steepen, was made, which 
landed me on the real sumniit of Chil- 
koot Pass. 


"When ready to leave, and it was 
not long, the Indian guide said *do as 
I do,' and proceeded to tuck 
his 
clothes under him, seated himself in 
the snow pn the edge of the slope, and 
away he went down the side of the 
mountain. 
I followed. 
The experi- 
ence was exciting, and after crossing 
the level plateau, took another slide, 
reaching the bottom in less than a 
minute, while it had required more 
than hour to mount. 
In watching a 
man descend it looks for all the world 
like a cloud of snow shooting down the 
mountain, and the victim lands at your 
feet; such is the Chilkoot Pass. 
Two 
men were'frozen to death on the sum- 
mit last week."—New York Sun.

HOMING INSTINCT OF BIRDS, 


A SpcclHlUt Concludes Thoy l l a v o a Sixth 
Sense, T h a t of Orientation. 


Captain Renaud, the French special- 
ist in charge of the military pigeon 
service, is a firm believer in a sixth 
sense in pigeons and other birds and 
animals possessed of the homing in- 
stinct, which ho calls the sense of 
''orientation." 
He has defended bis 
theory at length iu a paper recently 
read before the French Academic des 
Sciences, claiming 
to 
have amply 
proved it by special trials of various 
kinds. 
He'^says if the five senses act- 
ing together account for short distance 
'•homing," a sixth sense is required 
for long distance in unknown places. 
He says this organ is situated in the 
semi-circular canals of the ear. 
M. 
Coyon and Dr. Bonnier bave shown 
that any lesion wbicb affects it troubles 
the orienting faculty of tbe patient, 
whether man or animal. 
A pigeon let 
fly at 400 miles from its cote takes the 
back track it has come by tbe railway. 
Having reached in this way the region 
known to it, the bird relies on its or- 
dinary senses, or else continues to de- 
pend on its sixth sense. 


The sixth sense only acts when the 
others are inactive, and not in con- 
junction with them. 
It guides the 
bird along tbe more or less sinuous 
way it has been taken. 
The other 
senses, especially sight, enable it to 
strike a short cut home. 
From his 
observations Captain Renaud deduces 
this law: Tbo instinct of distant orien- 
•tation is that faculty which animals 
possess of taking the back track or 
retracing a way already taken. 
The 
sixth sense is apparently independent 
of the external impressions which af- 
fect the other five senses. 


Here is a new experiment that seems 
to confirm bis theory. 
If a pigeon 
does not need local knowledge to find 
its way home, it is possible to have a 
traveling cote and accustom the birds 
to a wandering life. 
Suppose the cote 
transplanted bodily to astraugeplace, 
without in any way troubling the 
birds, these would still be able to find 
their way back to it by the sixth sense. 
Captain Renaud has realized this idea 
by mounting the cotes in wagons 
traveling all over Franco. 
The birds 
know,no other home, and in localities 
quite strange to them find their way 
back to it. 
Evidently, a local know- 
ledge is out of the question, and tbey 
rely on a special sense. 


Boraetimes a homing bird passes 
over the cote without seeing it, as 
though it were hypnotized, and con- 
tinues till it reaches the station of the 
cote the evening before. 
One bird re- 
traced tbe traveling cote from Bau- 
pame to Houdain, and then followed 
the railway by which it had come 
there to Evreux, where it was caught. 
Captain Renaud concludes that exist- 
ing theories, wbicb ascribe homing to 
local knowledge or local magnetic cur- 
rents, do not account for bis facts, es- 
pecially tbe return to a traveling 
home. 
But, say tbe ad\'Ocate3 of that 
theory, he does not seem to under- 
stand the magnetic theory of the fac- 
ulty, 
The magnetic currents of the 
earth are not local, but universal, and 
wherever tbe cote is placed tbe bird 
can.guide itself by them. 
His experi- 
ments, they say, so far from contro- 
verting the magnetic hypothesis, tend 
rather to confirm it, and had there 
been an electrician at tbo "seance" of 
the academic when he read bis paper, 
this -would bave been pointed out.
